GERMAN PRAISES U.S.NAVY 


KAISER’S ENVOY MAKES INDIRECT 
REPLY TO DEWEY, 


Baron Speck von Sternburg, in Ae 
dress at Annual Dinner of the Hart- 
ford Yacht Club, Declares the Grow- 
ing Strength of the American Fleet 
Is Winning the Admiration of All 
the Nations and That the Republic 


Is Now One of the World Powers. 


Hartford, Conn., April . 8.—[Special.]— 


Baron Speck von Sternburg, Germany's spe- 


cial ambassador to the United States, praised 
the United States navy in an address to the 
Hartford Yacht club here tonight. 

Admiral Dewey angered the entire Ger- 
man nation by saying a few days ago that 
the kaiser could not assemble a fleet to 
match the American squadron recently as- 
sembled in West Indian waters. 

Baron von Sternburg, replying indirectly, 
said tonight: 

The navy of the United States now com- 
mands the admiration of the nations. Its 


fighters and writers, its material, and the 


personality and spirit of its crews have 
emphasized America's position as a great 
world power.” 

Like Answer to Dewey. 

The Hartford Yacht club’s dinner was itself 
apparently an answer to Admiral Dewey's 
now famous remark about the kaiser and his 
navy. The president of the club, in intro- 
ducing Baron von Sternburg, proposed the 


following toast: 


Imperial Germany, a virile nation, great 
and strong on land and sea, whose rapidly 
growing and powerful navy, like its magnifi- 
cent army, commands our admiration and 
respect; a nation at whose head stands the 
noblest yachtsman in the world.” 


_ German Envoy’s Reply. 
Baron von Sternburg was repeatedly 
cheered as he arose. He said in reply: | 

I thank you for the honor you have done 
to my country, my emperor, and to his 
august brother, Prince Henry. I also thank 
you for the hearty welcome you have 
given me. 

**You have just spoken of Germany as 
your keen and able rival in commerce and 
in industry. I am delighted to hear this. 
It is keen rivalry which produces great men 
and great races, and which has given the 
people of the United States and of Germany 
so much in common. 

The days are no more when the bar- 
barian forged his blade to conquer and to 
loot. Now we find our armies and navies 
turned into great training schools in which 
we teach our sons those qualities which 
they need more than ever, just as much in 
the struggles of peace as in the struggles of 
war, and without which commercial and in- 
dustrial supremacy never can be attained. 

Above all it is the love 6f the sea and 
its dangers which breeds a virile race, the 
development of which your institutions and 


ours, gentlemen, are constantly fostering. 


Nobody understood this better than the 
German emperor when he began to add a 
powerful navy to his already powerful army. 
it was you to whom he looked when he 
felt the need of a craft which only America’s 
nautical genius was able to create, a craft 
to improve the skill of his crews and to 
spread the love of the sea among his peo- 


ple. 
America’s Great Navy. 

“Your words of praise for the German 
army and navy I heartily reciprocate. The 
navy of the United States now commands the 
admiration of the nations. Its fighters and 
writers, its material, and the personality and 
spirit of its crews have emphasized Amer- 
ica’s position as a great world power. 

“It is only a few weeks ago since I wit- 
nessed the laying of the corner stone of the 
War college at Washington. To use the 
words of your chief executive, that institu- 
tion will develop an army which will repre- 
sent for its size the highest point of efficiency 
of any army in the civilized world. 

Anxious for Rivalry, 

J repeat what you have said. I hope 
that the relations between our two great na- 
tions may grow closer and friendlier. We 
ask for what you ask; fair play and good 
will, Rivalry we need, rivalry we want. 
But let us hope that in all our future com- 
mercial and industrial contests the samie love 
of fair play and justice may prevail which 
so far has characterized our dealings, and 
which has found so strong an expression in 
the keen contest between the yachtsman of 
America and the yachtsman of Great Britain 


for the coveted trophy, the America cup. 


To paraphrase slightly the toast given 
in honor of my emperor and of my country, 
I raise my glass to: 0 

Republican America, a virile nation, 
great and strong on land and sea, whose

AMERICAN SAILORSBREAK 
ALL GUN PRACTICE RECORDS. 


‘Crew of the Battleship Indiana Makes 


. Fourteen Hits in Sixteen Shots with 
the Thirteen Inch Guns. 


Pen la, Fla., April 3.—The superiority 
of the“ gunners of the American navy was 
emphasized today, when the crew of the 
battleship Indiana, at target practice in the 
gulf, established a new world's record in 
firing thirteen inch guns. The ship entered 
late this afternoon, and reported to Admiral 
Higginson that the gunners of the turret had 
scored fourteen hits out of sixteen shots 
with the thirteen inch pieces, at a range of 
five miles, lowering the world’s record by 
one shot. Admiral Higginson ordered the 
jackies on every ship of the North Atlantic 
squadron to cheer the Indiana and its crew 
as it steamed past them up the harbor. 


ARREST CLOUDS A HONEYMOON. 


Former Agent of United States Land 
Syndicate Accused of Fraud by 
Mrs. Elinor Lyman. 


A honeymoon was interrupted by the arrest 
Stull at Frankfort, Tenn., on the 
Deputy 
Sheriff Morrison, who made the arrest, gave 
Stull a few hours to part from his bride, 
brought him to Chicago, and put him in jail 
yesterday. 

W. T. Dickerman, an attorney at 524 Opera 
House building, caused Stull’s arrest on com- 
plaint of Mrs. Elinor Lyman, 6324 Eggleston 
avenue. Mrs. Lyman says Stull sold her 
5,000 acres for $1,500. She paid him $300, 
giving notes for $1,200. An effort to collect. 
on the notes was followed by the charge that 
Stull did not own the land and misrepresent- 
ed its value. 

Until ten days ago, the attorney alleges, 
Stull acted as the southern representative of 
the United States Land syndicate, whose 
Chicago managers, Alexander F. Dreutzer | 
and Louis Enricht, are expected to appear 
before Judge Kohisaat today. The men are 
said to have sold nearly all the land in Fent- 
ress county, Tenn. Their patrons in Chi- 


cago are number hundreds. 


LEADING BROKERS 
FACE TRUE BILLS. 


Number of Big Board of Trade 
Firms Are Charged with 
Doing a Bucket Shop 
Business. 


‘Accused Men, However, Only 
Smile at the Allegation 
and Declare It Is 
in Retaliation. 


Five indictments voted by the grand jury 
yesterday place charges of operating bucket 
shops against a number of the leading oper- 
ators on the Chicago board of trade. 

The bills were voted on the testimony of 
Max J. Riese, an attorney, and William 8. 
Skelly, 931 West Van Buren street, who tes- 
tiled that they opened deals with the de- 
fendants on Saturday and closed them on 
Tuesday. The witnesses, it is said, declared 
to the jury that the delivery of the com- 
modities with which the deals were con- 
cerned was not contemplated in their ne- 
gotigtions with the brokers. . 

Barring reconsideration, the indictments 
Will be returned on this, the last day of the 
jury’s session. 

As soon as the brokers were told of the 
voting of the indictments several of them 
declared that it was an effort of the- bucket 
shop interests to retaliate on the board of 
trade for depriving them of the market quo- 
tations. One of the bills was against the 
corpora „ Hulburd, Warren & Co., of 
which William S. Warren, former president 
of the Chicago board of trade, is the head. 


Seven Others Stand Accused.

Because of this fact 
and other relationships which they claim to 
see, representatives of the brokers make the 
claim of retaliation. 


Smile at the Charges. 

The defendants laughed at the indictments 
last evening. 

It's a joke,“ said een Logan. Every 
one who knows the defendants knows that 
they carry on their business strictly along 
the lines on which board of trade business 
has been carried on for years. Of course, if 
the indictments go on the assumption that 
the whole system is illegal, and this can be 
sustained in the courts, it will mean a revo- 
lution in ‘board of trade business. I do not 
expect any such results, however. It looks 
like the work of bucket shop interests. The 
witnesses probably presented a prima facia 
case to the jury, and the jury voted the 
indictments.”’ 

“I don’t understand it.“ said Charles H. 
Requa. “I see we are all in good company, 
at any rate. I guess there will be no trouble 
about showing that any deals the witnesses 
may have had with the defendants were 
legal so far as the defendants were con- 

cerned. My brother’s name is William B. 
Requa, and not Fred M., as the sy gins 
indictment has it.“ 

I had not heard of the indictments,” said 
Mr. Ware. It's funny, in a sense. There 
are certainly no legal cases against the de- 
tendants.“ 


Admit Intent to Prosecute. 

Riese and Skelly admit that they were 
out in search of evidence against the board 
of trade men when they made the deals of 
which they told the grand jury. Riese, who 
is well known and reputed to be well to do, 
found no trouble in laying the ground for 
the grand jury evidence. When he entered 
the offices of the brokers, he declares, he 
was received with friendly, almost joyous 
greetings by those in charge. 

Want to take a little flier, young man?“ 
asked a broker in one office, Blapping the 
attorney on the back. 

Don't mind if I do,” returned Riese. I'm 
a good loser.“ 

„Loser, nothing.“ 
„The market is right today. 
lose if you tried.“ 

Then Riese invested a little money, and 
declared to the jury that the money was 


returned the broker. 
You couldn't 


accepted without any thought of the actual 


purchase of the grain for him by the broker

ame under the prohibitions contained in the 
“bucket shop law, and the cases were 
prepared for the grand jury. 

In suppert of his opinion that the deals 
made by Riese with the defendants were il- 
legal under the “‘ bucket shop act Attorney 
Morrison said: 

„Our Supreme court, in\construing the 
statute, expressly held that it is not neces- 
sary in an indictment under this act to show 
the intention of the keeper of the office or 
place of business to bring the transaction

SWORD SETTLES A QUARREL IN 
JUST TEN SECONDS. 


Willy M. Gauthier Villars and M. De

Maurever, the directeur de combat, took off 
his hat and gave the signal for the duel to 
begin. Instead of the usual word of com- 
mand, Allez, messieurs,“ he addressed the 
more striking phrase, “‘ Messieurs, faites 
votre devoir to the two adversaries. 

As soon as these words were pronounced 
M. de Mitty made a single bound towards 
M. Willy, and the two combatants found 
themselves face to face, their bodies nearly 
touching: M. Willy made a violent thrust 
with his sword, but it only struck the ground, 
while the sword of his adversary entered the 
chest just below the armpit. M. Willy at 
once placed his hand on the wounded place 
and brought it away crimson. with blood. 
Every one thought he was seriously wound- 
ed. The engagement had lasted hardly ten 
seconds. After being examined it was seen 
that the wound was not as serious as at first 
believed, but the duel was stopped all the 
same, to the great satisfaction of those who 
had witnessed it. It was a close shave. 

Almost at the same instant Mme. Gauthier 
Villars arrived, and went away with her hus- 
band.

HIRSCH SAYS FUTURELIFE 
MAY BE A DISAPPOINTMENT. 


Declares That à Reunion After Long 
Separation in the Hereafter Is Likely 
to Fall Below Expectations. 


If the life to come is to be a continuation 
of the life here, there is a possibility that a 
reunion there will bea disenchantment.’ 

With these words Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, in 
his lecture at Temple Israel last night, is 
considered by some to have cast a shadow 
of question on the resurrection as generally 
accepted by Christians. 

In all religions and in all churches,” said 
Dr. Hirsch, there is some idea of a resur- 
rection after death. In most of them the 
idea is too material. On the death of a near 
relative or of a friend we are expected to 
find comfort in the belief that some time 
after we are dead we are to be reunited, To 
place implicit confidence in that belief is 
wrong. 

People who are reunited after a long sep- 
aration frequently find that the reunion is 
not all they expected it to be. The son who 
returns to his mother after many years 
realizes that she does not correspond to the 
picture he has so long carried in his mind, 
and he is disappointed. The same disap- 
pointment is frequently felt by the mother. 

„Do not pin your faith to a vague hope 
of a meeting hereafter which may disappojnt 
you. When one who is dear to you is taken 
out of this life, compensate your own life 
for the loss you have sustained. You mothers 
who have lost your children, give your love 
to some other child who never has known a 
mother’s love. Through this child you shall 
find that your own has been resurrected. 
Where the father dies, let the son fill his 
place. 

Just as nature gives to the blind a more 
acute sense of hearing and touch, so let your 
Ute compensate itself for the losses you sus- 
tain. If you are never separated in spirit 
from those you love, the grave need have no 
terrors. If you are separated, not all your 
prayers can reunite you in another world.“

graceful arches that met in all parts of the 
room.

Rooseveit on Trust Question. 

In his address at the banquet tonight Pres- 
ident Roosevelt said: 

“Mr. Toastmaster—Gentlemen: Today I 
wish to speak to you on the question of the 
control and regulation of those great cor- 
porations which ere popularly, although 
vaguely, known as trusts; dealing mostly 
with what has actually been accomplished in 
the way of legislation and in the way of 
enforcement of legislation during the last 
eighteen months, the period covering the two 
sessions of the Fifty-seventh congress. At 
the outset I shall ask you to remember that 
I do not approach the subject either from 
the standpoint of those who speak of them- 
selves of anti-trust or antfcorporation peo- 
ple, nor yet from the standpoint of those who 
are fond of denying the existence of evils 
in the trusts, or who apparently proceed upon 
the assumption that ff a corporation Is large 
enough it can do no wrong. 

‘I think I speak for the great majority ot 
the American people when I say that we are 
not in the least against wealth as such; 
whether individual or corporate; that we 
merely desire to see any abuse of corporate 
or combined wealth corrected and remedied; 
that wedo not desire the abolition or destruc- 
tion of big corporations, but, on the contrary, 
recognize them as being in many cases effi- 
clent economic instruments, the results of an 
inevitable progess of economic evolution, and 
only desire to see them regulated and con- 
trolled 0 far as may be necessary to sub- 


| serve the public good. We should be false to, 


the historic principles of our government if 
we discriminated, either by legislation or 
administration, either for or against a man 
because of either his wealth or his poverty. 

There is no proper place in our society 
kor the rich man who uses the power con- 
ferred by his riches to enable him to oppress 
and wrong his neighbors, nor yet for the 
demagogic agitator “who, instead of attack- 
ing abuses as all abuses should be attacked 
whereever found, attacks property, attacks 
prosperity, attacks men of wealth, as such, 
whether they be good or bad, attacks corpo- 
rations whether they do well or ill, and seeks, 
in a spirit of ignorant rancor, to.overthrow 
the foundations upon which rest our car tie 
wellbeing. 

Problem Is a New One. 

In consequence of the extraordinary in- 
dustrial changes of the last half century, and 
notably of the last two or three decades, 
changes due mainly to the rapidity and com- 
plexity of our industrial growth, we are con- 
‘fronted with problems which in their present 
shape were unknown to our forefathers.

FURIOUS. “APRIL GALE SWEEPS CHICAGO STREETS.

Heavy snow, A by a fifty mile an hour 
gale, swept over Chicago yesterday. At 
times the wind rose to nearly sixty miles an 
hour, dashed the lake into fury, forced all 
vessels to remain in shelter, broke tele- 
phone and telegraph wires, and buffeted pe- 
destrians all day. The waves on tne lake ran. 
iger than for many years. 

The gale was worst during the early hours. 
Women on their way to work downtown 
were driven along the streets by the force 
of the wind and compelled to seek anchorage 
to trees andrailings.

Crowds in the windows of the 
Hartford bullding spent hours watching 
women trying to round THe TRIBUNE corner.

At 3:10 p. m. a man blew down State street 
and brought up in the arms of Big Tom Sta- 
pleton, who was on duty at the Monroe street 
crossing.

The snow storm commenced early in the 
morning and continued to fall heavily until 
nearly toon, when it slacked up and, fora

Daniel L. rules, the union labor candi- 
date for mayor, last evening again asked 
what Clarence S. Darrow's promises were 
worth. He said he did not care to carry on 
the controversy further than it had gone, 
as he considered it a closed ineident,“ but 
in reply to Mr. Darrow's letter to him he 
suggested: 

Mr. Darrow acknowledges he promised 
me his support when at his suggestion I be- 
came the candidate of the independent labor 


party for mayor, but he says it was a state- 
ment made by me without any consideration 
whatever.’ 


The question which naturally occurs is 
‘does Mr. Darrow usually make agreements 
without any consideration whatever,’ and if 
so did he give any more consideration to his 
agreement to support Harrison than he now 
says he did to the one to work for the labor 
ticket? 

‘“* Personally I do not care to enter into 
a prolonged controversy over this matter, 
and do not think I will even refer to it any 
more in my speeches. I will say, however, 
Mr. Darrow knows as well as I do that the 
man he is supporting for mayor on the 
ground that it will advance the cause of 
municipal ownership is not at heart in favor 
ef such ownership now and never was.”’ 


Darrow’s Letter to Cruice. 
The letter to which Mr. Cruice referred 
was sent to him during the day by Mr, 
Darrow. In it the writer apologized for 
breaking his promise to aid the union labor 


self on the ground that the promise had 
been given hastily, “‘ without any consider- 
ation whatever.“ After acknowledging the 
truth of Mr. Cruice’s statement that the 
promise had been made and that Mr. Cruice 
had been induced to run on the strength 
of it, Mr. Darrow said: 

It is a promise which, if I should keep, 
feeling as I honestly feel. would mean that 
I would help sacrifice the rights of the peo- 
ple of Chicago for a statement made by me 
at. a critical time without any considera- 
tion whatever, and the enforcement of which 
could nof do you any good, and could only 
result, from my standpoint, in serious in- 
jury to the people of Chicago. Under these 
ciroumstances I cannot carry ott this prom- 
ise. 

As to the present political situation, it 
is not necessary for us to argue. Neither 
you nor I have ever lixed Harrison. I believe 
that your prejudice against him has abso- 
lutely destroyed your judgment as to what 
is best in this crisis.“

ONE JUDGE ATTACKS ANOTHER. 


Murray F. Tuley Causes a Sensation 
Among Democratic Politicians by 
Criticising « Brother Jurist. 


Democratie politics took a sensational turn 
at the noonday luncheon at the Iroquois club 
yesterday. For the first time in the history 
of Chicago a member of the Circuit bench 
publicly and by name attacked a brother 
judge, and a former member of the same 
bench broadly intimated thag decisions in 
the local courts went often by political or 
personal favoritism. 

The occasion was a reception given to 
Mayor Harrison and other candidates on 
the democratic city ticket, but the mayor 
was overshadowed by Judge Tuley aiid ex-

other public property, should be granted only upon 
full comoensatiom therefor. 

I believe that no further franchises for street rail- 
ways, gas, or electric plants, or other public utili- 


the opportunity for municipal ownership at or be- 
fore the expiration of the grant; that such grants 
should require the best possible service for the 
public and the use of the most approved appliances, 
reserving to the council the power to make rea- 
sonable regulations at all times for this purpose. 

I believe that the application of the referendum 
to such matters of grave public importance as the 
issuance of municipal bonds has for years operated 
with distinct advantage and that the opportunity 
should afforded for its application to the set- 
tlement of all important policies with reference to 
public utilities. 

I believe that all franchises should be for as 
short a term as practicable, and should not in any 
case exceed twenty years; that all franchises to a 
given corporation should expire at the same time; 
and that no franchise for branch lines or extensions 
should run beyond the time when the main fran- 
chise expires; and that all franchises should pro- 
vide for uniformity and publicity of accounts. 

I believe that all public service corporations are 
entitled to a fair return on the actual value of the 
tangible property employed by them in conducting 
public enterprises over and above all proper and 
jegitimate expenses; and that the remaining in- 
come from such public enterprises belongs to the 
people and should be realized by them in reduced 
rates or a percentage of the gross receipts as direct 
compensation, or both. 

I believe that in addition to the foregoing provis- 
ions all grants or extensions of street railway 
franchises to the existing companies should re- 
quire that such companies expressly walve 411 
claims under the so-called ninety-nine year act.

THE NEW ANTI-TRUST LAWS. 
The anti-trust legislation of the last con- 
gress has been characterized by some demo- 
} erats and some anti-trust extremists as a 
mere empty demonstration. The president 
‘does not so consider it. In his address at 
Milwaukee yesterday he described that leg- 
islation as “ wise, conservative, and yet far 
reaching.“ To him the creation of the 
bureau of corporations of the department 
of commerce and labor and the enactment 
of the Elkins anti-rebate law and the law to 
expedite the hearing of actions under the 
anti-trust law represent a great and sub- 
stantial advance in legislation. In his judg- 
ment it was impracticable to attempt more 
at this time. Legislation of a general 
and“ indiscriminate character would be 
“sure to fail, either because it would in- 
“ volve all interests in a common ruin, or 
because it would not really reach any 
evil.“ One of the futile remedies in the 
president's opinion is the effort to reach the 
trust question by means of the tariff. He 
admits that “an end could be put to the 
_“ prosperity of the trusts by putting an end 
to tlie prosperity, of the nation, but the 
price for such action seems high.“ i 
The president warns the le that they 
must not look to the bureau of corporations 
for immediate important results. Time and 
great labor are needed to secure results, 
but some substantial good will be done in 
the near future. The president promises 
that the new law is to be administered— 
In a spirit of absolute fairness and justice and of 
entire fearlessness, with the firm purpose not to 
hurt any corporation doing a legitimate business— 
on the contrary to help it—and, on the other hand, 
not to spare any corporation which may be guilty 
of illegal practices, or the methods of which may 
make it a menace to the public welfare. 
The president contends that the new anti- 
rebate law strengthens greatly the inter- 
state commerce law and will make ita more 
dificult. matter for common carriers to dis- 
criminate in favor of some places and 
against others; to enrich some men and to 
ruin the business of others. 
The merit of a law depends on its enforce- . 
ment, The president admits that more 
important even than legislation is the ad- 
ministration of the law.” By way of illus- 
tration, he described what the attorney gen- 
eral has done to enforce the anti-trust and 
interstate commerce laws. The public 
is not ignorant of the suits begun by him 
against the Northern Securities company, 
the beef trust, the Federal Salt company, 
and the southern railroads which had a 
pooling arrangement for the handling and 
transportation of cotton. 8 
The attorney general, said the president, 
is attempting to devise and apply real 
remedies “in a spirit of common sense and 
Justice, as far removed as possible from 
“rancor, hysteria, and unworthy demagogic 
appeal.“ It is his intention, as it is of the 
president, that the law shall not be adminis- 
tered “in the interest of the poor man as 
“such, nor yet in the interest of the rich 
man as such, but in the interest of the law 
“ abiding man, rich or poor.“

During that timie a regency will be insti- 
tuted by the government. The reins of the 
government will, however, no longer be 
‘vested in the hands of the queen mother, 
Christina, who ruled the kingdom so sa- 
gaciously during the minority of the young

The regency will now, according to the 
terms of the constitution, be vested in the 
hands of the princess of the Asturias, the 
elder sister of Don Alfonso, and as such 
the next heir to his throne. She is married 
to Prince Charles of Bourbon, who, by vir- 
tue of his marriage, has become prince of 
the Asturias and an infant of Spain, and 
who is decorated with the order of St. Fer- 
dinand for gallantry under fire during the 
insurrection in Cuba.

IS ASKED AS TAX BASIS. | 


Representative Bundy at Springfield 
Changes His Bill and Compromise 
May Get Approval of the House. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springfield, III., April 3.—[Special.]—Rep- 
resentative Bundy of Marion this morning 
caused an important amendment to be made 
to a bill he had introduced in the house, 
changing the basis of the valuation of per- 
sonal property for the purpose of taxation. 

This bill, which was to change the basis 
from one-fifth to one-third, is especially 
aimed at Cook county, and has created a 
great deal of comment ever since the session 
was well under headway. Bundy recalled 
the bill today to the order of second reading, 
and had the ratio or basis fixed at one-fourth, 
instead of one-third, after which he had the 
bill sent to third reading again. 

This seems in the nature of a compromise 
between the opposing factions in the house, 
and the bill in this shape may get through 
the lower branch of the general assembly. 
Its fate in the senate is problematical. 

A number of bills were advanced and con- 
siderable progress made, although less than 
a quorum of house members attended today’s 
session, 

Gov. Yates today approved the bill chang- 
ing the boundaries of the Fourth supreme 
judicial district and it is now a law. The 
act does not contain an emergency clause, the 
Supreme court having held that it is not 
nesessary in such cases in order that it may 
become effective upon approval by the gov- 
ernor.

POOL AWATRS A VERDICT, 


COURT WILL GIVE SOUTHERN PA- 
CIFIC DECISION ON MONDAY. 


Arguments in the Suit of Talbot J. Tay- 
lor 4 Co. for an Injunction Re- 
straining Harriman Forces from 
Voting Union Pacific’s Stock Hold- 
ings at Annual Meeting Are Ended 
at Nashville—Statements Concern- 
ing Management Held Proven. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 3.—[Special.]—The 
decision in the sult brought by “Talbot J. 
Taylor & Co., representing the Keene pool 
in Southern Pacific, against the Harriman 
interests, will be filed on Monday by Judge 
Lurton ‘with the clerk of the United States 
court at Louisville, Ky. Arguments in the 
case were completed today when Senator 
Foraker closed his remarks for the com- 
plainant. The court said it would take sev 
eral days to go over the records. 

During the proceedings today Judge Lur- 
ton asked Senator Foraker to state what 
other relief was desired in the event an in- 
junction was not granted as prayed. Sen- 
ator Foraker replied that the injunction was 
sought to prevent the voting of the stock held 
by the Union Pacific at the coming meeting, 
April 8, and to prohibit the leasing or shver- 
ing of the Central Pacific. 


Stock Books Closed. 

The books of the Southern Pacific were 
closed in New York today for the annual elec- 
tion. An active demand to borrow stock to 
be voted at the election continued. 

The most important point raised yesterday 
was that of the jurisdiction of the court over 
the Union Pacific. The plaintiff's attorneys 
took the ground that the Union Pacific was 
before the court as a stockholder of the 
Southern Pacific. Senator Foraker. in reply 
to a question by counsel for the defendants 
at the opening of today’s session, as to why 
the suit was not brought in New "York, said 
it would have been quite as convenient for 
the complainants, but that the suit could 
not be instituted against a corporation in a 
district where it had no residence. 


Shows Where Competition Exists. 


The speaker then took up the question of 
competition and said that both roads had a 
common terminus at Portland and that they 
are competitors in transcontinental traffic. 
The affidavit of Traffic Manager Stubbe was 
read, to the effect that if the Union Pacific 
wished to divert business from the South- 
ern Pacific it could be done by changing the 
tariffs. He said that no better proof pf com- 
petition than this could be given. - l 

“Tr they are competing lines,” said Sen- 
ator Foraker, what are the rights of bona 
fide minority stockholders? This suit was 
brought to ascertain the rights of stockhold- 
ers, and complainants argue and insist that 
the corporation should have a board of di- 
rectors free from the touch or influence of 
any other line and who would be devoted 
singly to the interests of this company. 

One cannot help thinking that if the 
‘Union Pacific has no idea of acquiring the 
Central Pacific the time may come when 
they will think of it, and this will be when 
they have made the road more valuable, 
and should they decide to_sever it from the 
Southern Pacific it can be done in five min- 
utes by a resolution adopted at a meeting of 
the directors.“ 


Morgan & Co. Deny Rumor..

that J. Morgan had consented to settle

HILL AGAINST VANDERBILTS. 
— | 
Proposed, Link Connecting Burlington 
at Ashland, Neb., with Great North- 
ern at Sioux City the Cause.

The opinion prévails among Western rall- 
way officials that if the Burlington carries 
oat its project ot building a line this year 
from Ashland, Neb., to Sloux City to connect 
the Burlington and Great Northern railways 
it will mean a war between the Hilland Van- 
derbilt interests. 

At present the Vanderbilt, or the North- 
western, interests own two roads be- 
tween Omaha and Sioux City, both parallel- 
ing the Missouri river, one on either side. 
Their monopoly of this territory has enabled 
them to control a large volume of business 
from Ka City, St. Joseph, and Omaha 
to Sioux Cl ty, the twin cities, and the head 
of the lakes. 


When James J. Hill acquired control of the 
Burlington he found himself with a com- 
plete Missouri river system, except for the 
100 mile gap between Sioux City and Omaha. 
Efforts hawe been made to bring about an 
arrangement with the Vanderbilts.by which 
business could be handled in Great Northern 
and Burlington trains over the Northwest- 
ern's tracks from Omaha to Sioux City. 
The Northwestern people, however, would 
listen to no proposals, and in consquence 
the Hill people decided to carry out their 


project. 
New Road to Coal Fields. 

The Chicago and Eastern Illinois railroad 
has put a force of surveyors at work to locate 
an extension from a point a few miles north 
of Terre Haute to the Sullivan county coal 
flelds, a distance of thirty miles, which will 
parallel the Evansville and Terre Haute, 
The latter gives the Chicago and Eastern II- 
Unois an outlet to Evansville, Ind., and in 
connection with the Louisville and Nashville 
a short line to Nashville and points in the 
south 

It is said that though the projeeted exten- 
sion is to force the Evansville and Terre

Miss Brown has come to have a 
large and fascinated audience, and she has 
built up her reputation chiefly as a student 
of the psychology of women. That peculiar 
femininism which Miss Jewett, Miss W. 
and others of their Hk have made one of the 
salient concerns of the American novel Miss 
Brown excels in. It is the subtleties of 
feminine revolt which. hold the reluctant 
reader to the pages of The Mannerings.”’ 
The word “ reluctant” is employed, because 
the reader is not, at any page of the book, 
permitted’ to feel quite comfortable. Of the 
leading characters only one is at peace 
and he is senile. There is a wife, Katherine 
Mannering, who holds her husband in con- 
tempt; a woman of middle age who has for 
years lavished her love upon a man too pre- 
occupied to observe it; a young girl with a 
broken heart because her sister is preferred. 
to herself; and a servant girl who “loves 
above her station.“ The men are more or 
less oblivious, after the fashion of men, to 
the disturbance they are creating. Indeed, 
the book may be sad to be a study of the 
manner in which men break the hearts of 
women. There remain, however, a number 
of ways not yet mentioned by Miss Brown— 
which fact is a promise, no 
books from her pen. 
There is one sensible and interesting char- 
acter in the book, Mme. Walsingham, who 
voices much philosophy which might have 
benefited the other: characters if they: had 
listened. To one of the several women af- 
fticted with love’s woe she says: 


A husband’s a husband. That's my first |

The 
author, Mr. Francis Olcott Allen, a descend- 
ant of one of the ancient families of Enfleld, 
aman evidently of ample wealth and enthu- 
siasm in matters pertaining to early Amer- 


in the production of this remarkable work 
but has taken the utmost pains to secure per- 
fect accuracy. He has had compiled and 
transcribed, and printed verbatim, the public 
records of the town from the beginning down 
to 1850, together with the graveyard inscrip- 
tions, and such Hartford, Northampton, and 
Springfield records as refer to the people of 
Enfield. 

The exceeding documentary value of these 
original records, made, so complete in the 
instance of this historic New England town, 
is obvious: While not book which anybody

While it is true that in erop reporting 100 
is regarded as the scale of perfection, yet 
the records of thirty years demonstrate that 
it is beyond human judgment to differentiate 
closely when crop possibilities ate so near 
to the ideal standard of perfection. 

In twenty years the only April showing 
equaling the present was 1891, with a gen- 
eral average of 06.9. “The present season, 
however, is most remarkable because of the 
marked ‘uniformity of prospects wherever 
winter wheat is grown. 

Only one state shows a condition below 
90, and only four below 96. Inside of state 
lines practically the same uniformity exists, 
almost every county showing a prospect ap- 
proaching perfection. Outside of Washing- 
ton and a few counties in eastern Oregon, 


where, as a result, the breadth of spring sown 
grain will de larger, scarcely a county on 
April 1 expects anything less than a full crop. 


Soil Is Wéll Moistened. 


Ordinestly. in some sections of the country, 
the April report is qualified by uncertainty as 
to moisture supply for spring growth. This 
year, for-the first time in a crop reporting 
experience covering twenty years, not a ein- 
gle’ county in the wheat beit but goes into 
April with an ample supply of moisture in the 
soll. This means much to the crop, as a 
drought check when the plant begins spring 
growth always works injury that no amount 
of rainfall afterward can make good. 

This year the soil is saturated deeply, the 

plant growth is luxuriant and will soon 80 
shade the ground that sun and wind witl 
have little opportunity to dry it out. 
. Grass is unusually advanced in every 
tion of the country. Pasturage will be gen- 
erally available perhaps three weeks <arlier 
than usual, a fact of large importance in 
farm economy, asit materially shortens the 
period of winter feeding. 

With a late fall and an carly spring, as ex- 
perfeticed this year, the winter requirement 
for grain and forage is much less than usual, 
and will leave a farm reserve of corn and 
oats for commercial distribution at a late: 
date larger than anticipated. It also will 
result in an earlier marketing of grass fed 
sheep and cattle than is usually the case. 

There has been no winter killing of clover 
and meadowe, and with an early start end
